When  you  come  to  Madison  for  the  NOW 
show,  visit  the  new  Frank  Lloyd  Wright 
Monona  Terrace  which  is  shown  on  the 
cover  with  the  capito!  in  the  background. 
The  lake  view  is  wonderful.  Also,  visit 
Wisconsin’s  Capitol  building...  truly  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  in  the  U.S. 

Wisconsin’s  original  capitol  building  was 
almost  completely  destroyed  by  fire  in 
1904.  The  present  structure  was 
completed  in  1917  and  houses  most  of  the 
Legislative  offices,  including  the 
Governor’s  office. 

The  statue  on  the  dome  represents  our 
state  motto  “Forward”  and  is,  for  the 
most  part,  bronze,  gilded  partly  with  gold 
leaf.  “Miss  Forward”  stands  15  feet  high 
and  weighs  3 ton.

Diana,  Princess  of  Wales, 

Memorial  Coin,  1999 

The  British  Royal  Mint  recently  unveiled 
a unique  and  special  tribute  to  Princess 
Diana.  The  portrait  of  Diana,  which 
appears  on  the  reverse,  is  the  work  of 
English  sculptor  David  Cornell,  who 
created  an  image  showing  the  naturalness 
and  freshness  of  Diana.  The  obverse  of  the 
coin  bears  the  4th  portrait  of  Her 
Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  II  to  appear  on 
British  coinage  since  she  came  to  throne 
in  1952.  The  US  price  is  $14.95.  Gold 
and  silver  Proof  coins  will  be  issued  later 
this  year,  with  mintages  strictly  limited 
with  only  7,500  gold  Proofs  and 
350,000  silver  Proofs  authorized  for 
worldwide  distribution.  For  orders  and

The  souvenir  card  features  a vignette 
identified  as  “Liberty”  in  the  Bureau 
records.  The  female  allegory  of  Liberty 
(wearing  a Phrygian  cap  - a traditional 
symbol  of  liberty)  carries  in  one  hand  the 
flag  of  the  United  States  and  in  the  other 
hand  a small  version  of  the  Statue  of 
Liberty  which  stands  before  the  opening 
of  the  New  York  harbor.  Liberty  is  rising 
above  a vignette  of  the  U.S.  Capitol,  (cost 
is  $6.50).

South  African  issue  wins  Krause 
International  Coin  of  the  Year 
Competition  - A South  African  coin 
honoring  that  nation’s  women  has  been 
named  the  world’s  best  coin  among  1997 
issues  in  an  international  competition. 

The  current  competition,  sponsored 
annually  since  1982  by  Krause 
Publications’  World  Coin  News  magazine, 
began  in  fall  1998  when  the  magazine’s 


editors  selected  10  nominees  in  10 
categories  from  among  all  1997  dated 
coins  issued  in  the  world.  An 
international  panel  of  coinage  experts 
then  voted  on  the  top  coins  in  each 
category.  In  a second  round  of  balloting, 
the  same  panel  then  voted  on  the  Coin  of 
the  Year  from  among  the  10  category 
winners. 

The  South  African  silver  one-rand  won 
the  Most  Artistic  Coin  category. 

Following  are  the  other  category  winners: 

Best  Contemporary  Event:  gold  one- 
rand  from  South  Africa  commemorating  the 
first  heart  transplant; 

Most  Historically  Significant  Coin: 

gold  $100  from  Canada  honoring  Alexander 
Graham  Bell; 

Best  Gold  Coin:  $200  from  Canada 
depicting  a Haida  carved  mask; 

Best  Silver  Coin:  100-schilling  from 
Austria  honoring  Emperor  Maximilian  of 
Mexico; 

Best  Crown:  silver  2-pound  from  Great 
Britain,  which  is  the  1 -ounce  Britannia 
bullion  coin; 

Best  Trade  Coin:  brass  2-zlote  from 
Poland  depicting  Pieskowa  Skila  Castle; 

Most  Popular  Coin:  platinum  $100  bullion 
coin  from  the  U.S.  featuring  the  Statue  of 
Liberty; 

Most  Innovative  Coinage  Concept: 

silver  $5  issued  jointly  by  Kiribati  and 
Western  Samoa.  The  coin,  commemorating 
war  and  peace,  comes  in  two  pieces  that 
interlock; 


Most  Inspirational  Coin:  10-leones  from 
Sierra  Leone  honoring  Mother  Theresa  and 
Princess  Diana.

Dolley  Madison 
Silver  Dollar  to 
be  Featured  at 
World  Money 
Fair  in  Basel, 
Switzerland 


Thousands  of  coin  collectors  and  dealers 
from  all  over  the  world  gathered  at  the 
annual  World  Money  Fair  held  in  Basel, 
Switzerland  last  January.  The  Fair 
honored  the  U.S.  Mint,  which  featured  as 
part  of  its  exhibit  the  Dolley  Madison 
Commemorative  Silver  Dollar.  The  silver 
dollar  is  the  first  commemorative  coin 
ever  designed  by  Tiffany  & Co.,  one  of  the 
world’s  most  recognized  names  in  fine 
design  and  jewelry. 

The  first  U.S.  coin  to  feature  a First  Lady, 
the  silver  dollar  honors  Dolley  Madison 
for  her  defining  role  in  American  history. 
Her  historical  influence  widely  noted  and 
respected,  Dolley  served  as  White  House 
hostess  for  16  years  during  the  early 
years  of  the  new  American  Republic  -- 
first  during  the  term  of  the  widowed 
Thomas  Jefferson  and  then  during  the 
administration  of  her  husband,  James. 

With  her  elegance,  diplomacy,  style  and 
dignity,  Dolley  set  the  style  for  the  New 


Republic. 

From  the  beginning,  this  commemorative 
coin  generated  interest  and  support  from 
a wide  audience,  including  the  White 
House.  During  a visit  to  historic 
Montpelier,  the  Madison's’  Virginia  home, 
First  Lady  Hillary  Clinton,  stated  that  the 
Dolley  Madison  coin  was  “a  long  overdue 
recognition  of  Dolley’s  important  role  in 
our  nation’s  history”.  On  January  11th, 
Hillary  Clinton  helped  launch  the  Dolley 
Madison  Silver  Dollar  in  a White  House 
ceremony. 

The  obverse  features  a striking  young 
Dolley  and  the  Madison  era  Montpelier  ice 
house  temple.  The  reverse  of  the  coin 
features  a pastoral  scene  of  the  mansion  at 
Montpelier.  The  coin  will  be  minted  in 
proof  and  uncirculated  versions.

Montpelier,  a property  of  the  National

A MAN  Of  THE  HOBBY... 
AND  THE  CENTURY 


about  producing  a hobby  newspaper,  but  one 
that  focused  on  the  ABCs  of  collecting  -- 
antiques,  boats  and  coins! 


This  article  was  written  by  Ed  Rochette, 
Interim  Executive  Director  of  ANA.  We 
received  permission  from  Ed  and  ANA  to 
reprint  it  in  NOW  News.  Chet  has  been  an 
important  identity  since  he  help  found 
NOW_39_years  ago. 


Although  Amos  Press  printed  a local  daily 
newspaper,  as  well  as  a publication  for 
stamp  collectors,  the  company  had  a great 
deal  of  press  time  on  its  hands.  In  the  late 
1950s,  officials  from  Amos  Press  visited 
l°la,  Wisconsin.  Chet  gladly  opened  up  his 
books  and  records.  It  was  he  who  showed  J 
Oliver  Amos  that  coins  and  coin  collecting 
could  stand  alone  in  the  field  of  publishing. 
Within  a short  time  after  the  visit, “Coin 
World”  debuted. 


The  story  of  Chester  L.  Krause’s 
numismatic  life  is  well  recognized 
throughout  our  hobby.  He  has 
received  all  of  our  Association’s 
major  awards,  including  the  Medal 
of  Merit  and  the  Farran  Zerbe 
Memorial  Award  for  Distinguished 
Service.  He  is  enshrined  in  the 
ANA’s  Numismatic  Hall  of  Fame. 

As  a publisher,  Chet  Krause  gave 
life  to  two  weekly  coin 
newspapers  that  serve  the  hobby 
today.  In  1952  he  founded 
Numismatic  News,  a news-print 
tabloid  designed  to  help  collectors 
buy,  sell  and  trade  coins.  The 
paper  grew  in  popularity, 
attracting  the  attention  of  a 
publisher  in  Sidney,  Ohio-  J. 

Oliver  Amos.  He  too,  thought 


This  story  is  not  about  a coin.  Nor  is  it  about 
a great  collection.  It  does  not  even  concern  a 
great  numismatist,  at  least  not  per  se.  It 
presents  instead  another  facet  of  a man  who 
has  influenced  our  hobby  as  much  as,  if  not 
more  than,  any  other  person  in 
the  last  half  of  the  20th  century.  


The  decades  leading  to  the  end  of  this  century 
record  the  success  of  Krause  Publications. 
The  enterprise  grew  from  just  a few

employees  to  hundreds  today,  and  many 
different  hobbies  now  benefit  from  the 
publishing  enterprise  in  lola. 

A few  years  back,  this  expertise  was 
recognized  in  a very  meaningful  way.  Chet 
was  named  “ Wisconsin’s  Small  Business  Man 
of  the  Year,”  and  was  runner-up  in  the 
national  competition.  In  1988  Chet  was 
invited  to  attend  the  signing  of  Governor 
Thompson’s  new  Fair  Employment  Law.  The 
ceremonies  were  held  on  the  campus  of 
Rawhide,  a ranch  for  boys  near  New  London, 
Wisconsin. 

Founded  in  1965,  Rawhide  is  home  for  some 
90  boys  between  the  ages  of  13  and  17,  most 
of  them  aggressive  young  men  with 
extensive  delinquency  records.  Enrollment  is 
limited  to  referral  by  a social  service  agency 
or  juvenile  judge.  The  boys  must  spend  a 
minimum  of  1 year  at  Rawhide.  In  addition  to 
classes,  they  have  8 work-training  days  a 
month. 

The  measure  of  the  program's  success  can  be 
found  in  records  maintained  by  the  Wisconsin 
Department  of  Corrections  - 77%  of  all 
court-placed  boys  who  spend  a year  or 
longer  at  Rawhide  are  never  incarcerated 
again.  That  impressed  Chet.  At  the  close  of 
the  Governor’s  signing  ceremony  in  1988, 
Chet  asked  founder  John  Gillespie  if  he  could 
return  the  next  day  for  a more  extensive 
tour  of  the  facilities.  Chet’s  visit  changed 
the  direction  of  Rawhide  as  much  as  he 
changed  the  direction  of  our  hobby. 

Those  of  us  familiar  with  Chet  know  that  he 
has  never  pulled  a punch.  “If  this  is  such  a 
successful  program  for  delinquent  boys,”  he 
asked  Gillespie,  “why  are  there  just  two 
houses  with  only  9 boys  each?” 


Chet  requested  to  see  the  ranch’s  5-year 
plan  for  development  and  expansion.  Told 
there  was  none,  Chet  challenged  Rawhide 
officials  to  develop  one.  If  they  did,  he 
promised  to  help  raise  funds  to  implement  it. 
It  took  a year  of  meetings,  between  business 
leaders  and  social  service  personnel  to 
develop  a viable  and  promising  program. 

Krause  Publications’  resources  were  tapped 
to  produce  promotional  material  for  Rawhide. 
Chet’s  love  for  old  cars  came  to  the  fore,  in 
1990  Rawhide  secured  the  help  of  the 
Wisconsin  Automobile  and  Truck  Dealers 
Association  to  build  a fourth  Children’s 
Home.  Today  more  than  4,000  used  cars, 
boats  and  recreational  vehicles  are  donated 
each  year  to  Rawhide.  Their  repair  (at  the 
on-campus  Rawhide  Carriage  Company 
building)  and  subsequent  sale  provides 
vocational  training  for  the  young  men  and 
much  needed  income  for  the  ranch.  Chet  was 
one  of  the  major  donors  toward  the 
construction  of  this  facility. 

In  December,  1996,  John  Gillespie  called  on 
Chet  to  chair  a fund  drive  to  raise  $1  million 
for  the  construction  of  a fieldhouse.  Chet 
asked  for  time  to  think  it  over.  The  day 
before  Christmas,  Chet  called  back  and 
hesitatingly  confessed  that  he  was 
uncomfortable  serving  on  a fund-raising 
committee.  Instead,  would  John  accept  from 
him  a check  for  $1  million? 

On  the  first  Saturday  of  this  past  October,  a 
state  of  the  art  sports  facility  was  dedicated 
at  Rawhide.  Quite  appropriately,  it  was 
named  the  “Chester  L.  Krause  Fieldhouse”. 


The  1939 
War  Merit  Cross 

by  Fred  J.  Borgmann  (NOW  #1175) 


The  1939  War  Merit  Cross  was  awarded 
for  services  which  helped  the  German  war 
effort  but  fell  short  of  earning  an  iron 
cross.  It  could  be  awarded  to  civilian  and 
military  personnel  regardless  of  gender 
and  to  foreigners  for  bravery  or 
meritorious  service  in  combat  or 
noncombatant  situations. 


The  basic  design 
is  a Maltese 
cross  of  pebbled 
arms  with  raised 
flat  borders. 

round  oak 
wreathed  center 
contains  a 
swastika 
on  the  obverse 
and  the  date  1939  on  the  reverses  of  the 
second-class  and  knights  cross  versions.

Swords  through  the  center  indicate  that 
the  award  is  for  an  act  of  valor,  but  is  not 
limited  to  just  the  military  or  combat 
situations.  A nurse,  for  example, 
working  in  a Berlin  hospital  during  an  air 
raid  bombing  without  running  off  to  an 
air  raid  shelter  would  have  been  eligible 
for  the  swords,  while  a factory  technician 
who  improved  the  rate  of  production 
would  not  have  gotten  the  swords  version. 
A factory  worker  of  outstanding  merit 
would  have  just  gotten  the  lowest  grade 
version,  the  medal  of  the  War  Merit  Cross 
which  was  a bronze  medal  depicting  the 
cross. 

Both  the  medal  and  the  second  class  (also 
in  bronze)  are  on  ribbons.  The  first  class 
is  a silver  finish  pinback  version  while 
the  knights  crosses  are  on  neck  ribbons 
and  exist  in  silver  and  gold  grades.  This 
decoration  was  often  called  the  “Iron 
Cross  Training  Award”  by  Germans  who 
did  not  hold  it  in  the  highest  regard. 

During  the  war,  one  of  my  uncles  served 
in  a German  anti-aircraft  battery.  Their 
position  took  a hit  starting  a fire  in  the 
ammunition  bunker  and  when  ordered  to 
abandon  the  site,  he  put  the  fire  out 
instead.  He  was  then  given  the  choice  of  a 
decoration  (War  Merit  Cross,  I assume) 
or  a cash  award  of  1 ,000  marks.  As  a 
family  man  with  hungry  children,  he  said 
that  he  didn’t  have  a choice  and  took  the 
cash  without  regret. 
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“E”  AWARD

Token  collectors  commonly  come  across 
small  lapel  pins  with  the  letter  “E”  in 
the  center.  The  letter  really  doesn't  tell 
the  forgotten  story  of  this  small,  but 
patriotic  pin. 


When  World  War  II  broke  out,  many 
Milwaukee  industries  converted  to  war 
production.  Women  took  jobs  previously 
held  by  men.  Among  the  companies  were 
A.O.  Smith  (bomb  casings),  Badger  Meter 
Mfg.  Company  (bomb  fuses),  Heil 
Company  (refueling  tanks,  oil  tanks  and 
cargo  bodies).  The  companies  were  judged 
by  the  War  Department  in  Washington, 
D.C.  on  a number  of  factors,  including 
overcoming  production  obstacles  and 
avoidance  of  stoppage.

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Classical  Ancient 
Armenian  Rarity  Offered 
at  Auction

For  enthusiasts  interested  in  the  coinage 
of  Armenia,  the  recently  completed  Triton 
II  ancient  coin  auction  offered  a unique 
opportunity  to  procure  a great  rarity. 

This  coin,  a silver  tetradrachm  of 
Artavasdes  II  (56-34  BC),  is  easily  the 
most  spectacular  and  important  Armenian 
coin  available  on  the  numismatic  market 
at  the  present  time.  The  example  offered 
for  auction,  one  of  only  3 known  and  the 
only  one  which  is  in  private  hands,  was 
placed  on  auction  by  Classical  Numismatic 
Group  of  Pennsylvania  in  the  Triton  II 
sale  held  in  New  York  City  on  December 
1-2,  1998. 

Tetradrachms  of  Artavasdes  were  totally 
unknown  to  numismatic  science  until 
1959,  when  a single  example  was 
discovered  in  an  excavation  near  Yerevan, 
the  capital  of  Armenia.  In  the  intervening 
four  decades,  only  two  additional  well- 
preserved  specimens  have  since  come  to 
light.  The  original  example  is  held  by  the 
Armenian  Historical  Museum  in  Yerevan; 
one  of  the  two  newer  examples  is 
reportedly  in  the  collection  of  the  Boston 
Fine  Arts  Museum.  The  example  now  on 
the  market  was  formerly  part  of  the 
Nelson  Bunker  Hunt  collection,  and  was 
last  offered  for  sale  by  CNG  as  part  of  the 
Araratian  Collection  auction  in  1995. 


At  an  estimated  value  of  $35,000,  lot 
547  was  one  of  the  most  expensive  coins 
offered  in  Triton  II.  The  full  description 
of  the  lot  reads  as  follows: 

KINGS  OF  ARMENIA.  Artavasdes  II.  56-34 
BC.  AR  Tetradrachm  (16.40  gm).  Year 
17  (39/38  BC)  Antioch  mint  [actually  the 
mint  city  s Artaxata,  capital  of  the 
Armenian  kingdom  during  the  reign  of 
Artavasdes],  Bust  of  Artavasdes  right, 
wearing  Armenian  tiara  with  five  points, 
central  star  and  decorated  side  panels, 
diadem  tied  across  front/  BASILEOS 
BASILEON  above,  ARTAVASDEO  ThElOY 
below  [Greek  legends],  charioteer  driving 
quadriga  left;  monogram  and  IZ  in  front. 

AC  123,  Bedoukian  129  variety,  Alram 
208  [standard  reference  citations].  Good 
VF,  professionally  conserved  since  its 
previous  appearance  in  the  Hunt  sale,  the 
unsightly  black  encrustation  having  been 
removed.  Three  examples  recorded  by 


Nercessian.  ($35,000)  Ex  Nelson  Bunker 
Hunt  Collection,  Part  III  (Sotheby’s,  4 
December  1990),  lot  64.  The 
tetradrachms  of  Artavasdes  would  be  the 
last  large  silver  coins  struck  by  the 
Artaxiad  kings.  The  immense  wealth  and 
power  accumulated  by  Tigranes  would  be 
siphoned  off  by  the  growing  Roman 
Empire,  and  Armenia  would  become  a 
helpless  pawn  to  Roman  ambitions  in  the 
east. 


Artavasdes  played  an  extremely 
interesting  role  in  history,  and  was 
intimately  involved  with  two  of  the  most 
colorful  and  famous  Roman  leaders  of  his 
day,  Crassus  and  Mark  Antony.  When 
Crassus  attempted  to  invade  Parthia  in  53 
BC,  Artavasdes  advised  him  to  proceed 
against  Parthia  via  Armenia,  where  he 
would  enjoy  the  advantage  of  the 
mountainous  terrain.  When  Crassus 
decided  instead  to  march  across  the 
northern  Syrian  desert,  Artavasdes 


withdrew  his  proffered  aid.  The  Roman 
army,  numbering  42,000  men  was 
trapped  and  annihilated  at  Carrhae  by  a 
numerically  inferior  Parthian  force.  The 
defeat  is  sometimes  described  as  the 
greatest  military  catastrophe  in  Roman 
history. 

About  15  years  later,  Mark  Antony  tried 
to  repeat  the  expedition  of  Crassus,  once 
again  appealing  to  the  Armenians  for  aid. 
Artavasdes  probably  struck  his  silver 
tetradrachms  in  preparation  for  this  war. 
This  time,  the  Romans  came  through  the 
Armenian  mountains,  and  Antony  brought 
with  him  an  army  of  100,000  equipped 
with  siege  engines.  Once  again,  the 
Romans  suffered  a severe  humiliation  at 
Parthian  hands.  Antony  over-extended 
his  line  of  supply,  and  was  cut  off  from 
his  siege  machinery  when  it  was  most 
needed.  Although  strategic  blunder  was 
the  cause  of  Antony’s  defeat,  he  held 
Artavasdes  and  the  Armenians 
responsible.  In  order  to  have  something 
to  show  for  his  failed  efforts,  Antony 
captured  Artavasdes  and  most  of  his 
family  by  treachery,  and  dragged  them  in 
chains  to  Egypt,  where  he  had  Artavasdes 
killed  in  34  BC. 

The  coins  of  Artavasdes  of  Armenia, 
including  his  smaller  silver  drachms  and 
bronze  pieces,  are  extremely  historical. 
All  are  rare,  but  in  my  opinion,  this 
tetradrachm  is  the  most  important  and 
desirable  piece  of  any  in  the  ancient 
Armenian  series. 
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It  is  especially  noteworthy  for  its 
excellent  late  Hellenistic  portrait,  which 
knowledgeable  numismatists  have 
described  as  one  of  the  most  accomplished 
of  its  day. 

The  Artavasdes  tetradrachm  in  Triton  II 
did  not  sell.  When  the  bidding  was  over, 
the  coin  had  achieved  a level  of  about 
$28,000,  less  than  the  reserve,  and  the 
coin  was  returned  to  its  owner.  Both  CNG 
and  the  owner  were  disappointed,  of 


course,  but  for  a collector  like  myself, 
this  must  be  regarded  as  a blessing,  since 
the  coin  has  still  not  disappeared  into  the 
hands  of  some  unknown  and  perhaps  less 
appreciative  collector.  Thus,  I can  still 
cherish  the  dream  of  adding  this  prize  to 
my  own  collection.  I only  wish  that  I 
could  afford  the  asking  price.

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Exhibiting  Tips 

Research  Important 
in  Planning  Display 

by  John  and  Nancy  Wilson 

Exhibiting  is  lots  of  fun,  and  you  gain 
knowledge  from  the  research  that  goes 
into  developing  an  exhibit.  When  deciding 
what  to  exhibit,  keep  in  mind... 

• What  you  want  to  exhibit 

• Go  with  a theme 

• Focus  on  a title 

Once  this  is  determined,  follow  these 
steps: 

1 . Start  to  research.  Read  any  books  you 
may  have  on  the  subject  you  want  to 
exhibit.  Talk  to  club  members  at 
meetings.  Attend  coin  conventions  and 
get  ideas  on  how  other  exhibits  may 
help  yours. 

2.  Borrow  a book  from  your  club’s 
library.  If  you  are  an  ANA  member, 
its  extensive  numismatic  library  is 
available  via  mail  for  your  use. 

3.  Read  the  exhibit  rules  carefully.  This 
is  very  important  because  at  some 
shows  there  are  case  limits  and  also 
many  don’t  allow  outside  signs. 

4.  Make  sure  your  exhibit  goes  with 
your  title.  Your  title  should  be  large 
enough  to  be  seen,  but  should  not 


dominate  the  exhibit.  In  many 
conventions  such  as  the  ANA  or  CSNA, 
this  counts  5 points  and  is  very 
important. 

5.  Your  exhibit  should  be  attractive, 
balanced  and  not  over-crowded.  Go  to 
another  case  if  necessary. 

6.  Finally,  it  should  have  eye  appeal. 

For  your  background,  use  poster 
board  or  felt  (if  you  travel  by  plane 
felt  is  easier  to  pack).  No  erase 
marks...  re-do,  if  necessary.  Use 
some  type  of  “key”  for  your  special 
coin  or  note. 

7.  The  exhibit  should  be  complete  as 
judges  do  take  off  on  this.  When 
typing,  the  left  hand  and  right  hand 
margins  should  be  even.  This  can  be 
accomplished  with  a computer  or  a 
plain  typewriter. 

The  first  case  of  your  exhibit  should 
contain  the  title  and  exhibit  information. 
The  reference  or  bibliography  should  be 
in  the  last  case.  The  general  information 
statement  can  be  in  the  second  case. 

Pfuu,  pfuus  are  a must  in  every  exhibit. 
They  should  be  kept  to  a minimum  and 
should  relate  to  the  exhibit. 

Begin  exhibiting  and  share  your 
knowledge  with  other  collectors.  Exhibit 
for  the  pleasure  of  it  and  not  the  awards.
